3) If feasible, present the plan to tho school principals at one of their 
meetings and outline the plan to be followed and the importance and 
sifnificance of sccuring these recordse Secure the assistantéc of the 
school principals in sccuring these records and ask that one teacher 
in cach school be assigned to the responsibility of helping with this
